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The Hiftory of Knowledge, Learning, and Tafte, in 
Great Britain, during the Reign of King Charles the 
Firft.

HE Independents, whofe rejection of every ecclefiaftical 
eftab)) thi nent a.uchexceeded that of the ‘Pref byterians, 
inculcated, however, a degree of tolerution unpradtiled by that 
fect and by the Catholics, ‘and direéted their reli gious attacks 
toward Popery and Prelacy alone The leaders of this fec& 
vere Oliver Cromwell, Nathaniel Fiennes, Oliver St. John, 
and the accomplifhed Sir Heary Vane; and their efforts, 
united with thofe of their own party, flnally prevatied in 
abolifhing prelacy in the church, and introducing equality in 
the ftate. Previous to this, however, the Parliament eftae 
blifhed the Prefbyterian model of ecclefiattical jurifciction ia 
all its forms of congregational, claffical, provincial, and 
national afiemblies, but refuled, « hiefly at the inftigation of the 
Independents, to admit the divine rignt of piefbytery. The 
difagreements oetween the Prefbyterians and Ind. pendents ine 
created in proportion to the dim nution of monarchial power; 
and ina fhort time the moderate party found it neceflary to are 
range themfelves under one of thete banners, till that of the 
Independents firmly att ined the whole power of the ftate. 

We have thus endeavoured to give a connected view of the 
ftate of ecclefiallical difpuces during the reign of Charles I, 
unbroken by an account of thofe who were the principal acters 
in thefe {cenes. is will ealily be conceived, that, in thefe 
theological ftruggles, the prefs and the pulpit would be cone 
tinually em, loyed in promoting the views of the contending 
patties. “Thefe com, ofitions were indecd freque: itly rude, and 
degraded by the fanatical cant wh ch fo much prevailed 5 > bu 
in many inftances they were eloquent, and admirably calculate 
for affecting the pailions of an uneducated audience. 

It cannot, however, be fuppofed, that, in a ounes® which 
engaged every rank, fome w sitess fhould net have arifen une 
infected with the barbarous jargon of the times. The inno 
vations introduced in the wo orth Dip of the church were {piritedly 
attacked by Waliia is, afterward Archbithop of York, who to 
amindof more than ufual ftrength, added uncommon appli- 
cation. In order to convert the daughter of the Earlot Rute 
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land from Popery, this prelate compofed a fmall book of the 
elements of truereligion, of which he printed a few copies 
with pat the fignature of * an old prebend of Weftminfter.” 
His abilities for bufinefs elevated him to the care of the feals; 
and after lofing them, he promoted the Petition of Right. 
Williams is faid, during the contefts between the King and 
Parliament, to have cautioned Charles again{ft the defizgns of 
Cromwell, and was deeply affected by the death of the un- 
fortunate monarch. He publifhed, againft the innovations of 
Laud, “ The Holy Tale, Name, and Thing, more an- 
ciently, properly, and literally ufed under the New Teftament 
than that of Altar,” which Lord Clarendon, who was not fa- 
vourably difpofed to this prelate, snpeetiots * as full of good 
icarning, and that learning clofely and folidly applied.” 

The oppofition to the Puritans, which marked fome of the 
earlieft produStions of the pen of Laud, continued during his 
life. Iu his exercife forthe degree of B. D. at college, he 
maintained the neceflity of baptifm, and that no true church 
could fubfift without Dioccfan Bithops. The agitation of 
the dottrines of predeftination and ele€tion, and of the regal 
claims to prerogative, which were fo ufual among the prea- 
chers of that period, being offenfive to the court, Laud was 
believed to have aflifted in compofing directions concerning 
preachers and preaching, which, as they were aimed at the 
Puritans and leQurers, occafioned him much opprobrium, 
Whatever have been the charges made againft him of affecting 
Popery, in 1622, he held the ce lebrated conferences with 
Fither the Jefuit, in order to confirm the Marquis of Bucking- 
ham and his mother in the Proteftant religion 5 am account of 
which was publifhed in 1624. Numerous as were the faults 
and miftakes into which Laud was betrayed, literature has 
confiderab!e obligations to his abilicies and generofity. Ox- 
ford, the place of his education,and of which he was Chancele 
lor, was enriched and adorned at his expence. St John’s 
_* ‘ llege was enlarged by him, and prefented with feveral valu- 

e MSS. and the Convocation houfe, and Selden’s library, 
were erected by him. At different times he prefented to the 
univerfity, an invaluable collection of 1300 volumes, which 
were procured for him at a prodigious expence. All this, 
together with a confiderable fhare of learning, were fo far from 
procuring popularity to this turbulent prelate, that his intolee 
rance, his haughtinels, his attachment to Arminianifn, debafed 
indeed by fuperftition, united againft him a confiderable part 
of the nation, who faw him perifh on the fcaffold at the ad- 
6 vanced 
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vanced age of feventy-one, with little compaffion and regret ; 
and his death, for which political caufes afforded the pretext, 
is more juftly afcribable to religious prejudices. 

Laud compofed feveral fermons, a Life of James I. and a 


Manual and Summary of Public and Private Devotion. If 


any doubt could be entertained of his fincere oppofition to 
Poperyy li's letters to Sir Kenelm Digby, and to the cclebrated 
Chillingworth, who had embraced the communion of the 
church of Box ome, would be a fufficient refutation of the charge. 
The latter was fo affeed by the arguments of Laud, as to 
commence a freth inquiry upon the fubdject, the refult of which 
was his return to, and zealous and able fupport of Protef- 
tantifm. Chillingworth’s “ Religion of Catholics a Safe 
Way to Salvation,” was grictad at Oxford, in 1638, in folio, 
and at London, with fome improvements, the faine year; a 
remarkable inftance of a theologi cal work of this magnitude 
going through two editions in fo thort a {pace of time. 

The Catholics were further attacked b by the learned Uhher, 
who alfo publifhed the ** Annales Veteris et Novi Teflamenti,” 
and by Bedell, the refpectable Bithop of Kilmore, with 2 
degree of perfuafive mildnefs, of which this turbulent period 
affords few examples. Wammond wrote againft the Ana~ 
baptiits : But his reputation is better founded on bis “ Para- 
phrafe and Annotations on the New Teftament.” The cele- 
brated Selden ranged himfelf among the champions of Piet- 
byterianiim. Independency was defended by Nye, and ate 

acked by Edwards, who was commonly diftinguifhed by the 
appellation of young ye thipy and his eppofition to royalifas 
and independency is remarkable for having taken place when 
each of them was in the zenith of their profperity. Ho yla 
was a zealous {upporter of the authority of the church, in 
which he was oppoled by the modcft and learned Dr. John 
[ *rideaux. 

Among thofe who dignifie od this period by their relig 
knowledge, and learnin:, and improved it by their exam ple, a 
diftinguifhed place is due to the ® ever memorable John 
Hales,” whofe canfcientious rcfufilto take the engage 
or oath to be faithfulto the commonwealth, reduced him to 
fuch difficulties, thathe parted with his valuable library, for 
his own fupport and that of his friends. His talents appear to 
have been general,—his principles mod lerate, yet incorruy ytible, 
—his learning g profound, A year or two after his death, his 
“ Golden Rema ins,” were publifhed, confifting of fermons, 
miicellanies, aad letters. Hales cefufed publifhing dusing his 
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life; but isa ftriking exception to the narrow bigoted fpirit of 
the times, and to the ¢ greater part of the writers of this period, 
who eagerly defended the religious fentiments they had eme 
braced and virulently attacked their adverfarics. Indeed, with 
few exceptions, thefé writings afford no very favourable {peci- 
men of the tafte of the age; andthe fermons of y or feven 
hours in length, which were commonly delivered at that time, 
are frequently degraded by fanaticifm, faction, vulgar ity, and 
rant. 

© The Whole Duty of Man,” which was probably written 
during the reignof Charles, is, however, one of feveral ex- 
ceptions to tnis cenfure. This work has been afcribed to 
Chappel, Bifhop of Cork ; but its author ftill remains une 
known. A ferics of arguments in favour of natural religion 
in oppofition to Revelation, was brought forward in the “ De 
Veritate,” «f Lord Herbert, of Cherbury ; but later times 
have turnithed us with a very extraordinary anecdote upon this 
occafion, taken from a manufcript Lite of Lord Herbert, 
written by himfclf, By this we are informed that his Lord- 
fhip, douvtful whether he ought to pubiifh this work, humbly 
fupplicated the Deity, if the publication was for his glory, ta 
favour him wito a fign from Heaven 3 and that immediately a 
diftinct, but gentle found came from above, and fo cheared and 
comforted him that he took the petition for granted. Lord 
Herbert produced feveral other works, and appears to have becn 
that uncommon character,—a confcienticus Deift.

afternoon, a loud expiofion was heard in Hamoaze, 
when looking that way we obferved the Amphion frigate, 
Captain [. Pellew, had blown up, and thar the w.ter was co- 
vered with the fragments of the wreck; the ftern, and fome 
other parts, which were not quite fhivered to pieces, imme- 
diatciy funk. The Cambridge directly fired feveral guns, and 
made the fignal of diftres.

commanding officer of the Cawbridge, exerted bimfclf with 
a jauda le activity in P iihing forward the boats of the fleet, 
to afford every ailiftance, as indecd did all the other officers, on 
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this direful occafion. Intelligence was immediately fent off 


to Admiral Sir Richard King, the Commander in Chief, who 
hurried initantly in his barge to the feene of diftrefs, and gave 
the neceflary orders. “The Admiral appeared very much af 
feted, and we have good reafon to fufpedct that his = vanity 
and feelings are equal to his well known courage, and know- 

ledve of the fervice. 

Amphion was a very fine frigate, and nearly ready for 
fea; the was well manned, and rahe. linafewd ys have gone 
en acruife. Thirty-two of the people who were picked up 
dead, were a few days fince buried near Mill Prifon. The 
people of the dock-yard are preparing to heave up the wreck, 
Several fect of the maft are above the furface at low water. 
We are loft in ore cone-rning the caufe of this unhappy 
affair ; no one car tel! how it happened. 

We are of opinion that it would be a good regulation to 
nfake the fituation of a chief gunner more refpectable in pay 
and rank than it has hitherto been (feeing what an effential 
charge they have on their hands), in order to procure gentie- 
men for this line of fervice, who by their fobriety and cha 
racter may give grounds for the better fecurity of his Majefty’s 
fhips, and alfo the officers and men, whole lives and fafety may 
be repeatedly endangered by the drunkennefs, avarice, or inat- 
tention of this clafs of officers.

N 1794, when Charleroy was b cheged, a balloon was fent 
A up wit a man in it, to reconnoitre e the i terior of the fore 
diestion. > fame thing was done near Mentz; and more 
recently ain at the fortrefs of Ebrenbratztein, an the right 
bank of the Ri: ii2 oppofite to ne lentz, In all thefe cafes it 
has proved of utlity; but parvicularly in this laft, where the 
great heightof the f serele, and its inacceflible pofition, rendered 
it impollible, by any other means, to reconnoitre the internal 
parts. 

Their armies are attended by a new fpecies of reconnoitring 
engineers, whofe bufinels it is to do every thing relative to the 
fending up balloons ; and whien that is done, during the time 
of an action, as was the cafe near Aix la Chapelle, the perfon 
who mounts in the balloon is furnifhed with paper, and pencils 
of different colours. “The marks to be made are agreed upon 
beforehand; and the paper, after being marked, is attached to 
a {mail rod, like an arrow, one end of which is loaded and 
pointed, fo that it ticks in the ground, and ftands upright. A 
fmall piece of ¢oloured titk is attached to the other end, like a 
flag, to render it more vifibie. 1 his is dropt on the ground that 
is in pofleffion of the army to which the balloon belongs; and 
thus, in a very complete manner, the information obtained is 
communicated.
